A GUEST EDITORIAL 


(Editor’s Nete: The following column, by Bob Brunfield 
in the Cincinnati Inquirer, was passed along to us by a 
traveller for one of the major wholesale food companies, 
and is reprinted here because it presents a different 
viewpoint on the current cost-of-living controversy.) 


It would serve this country’s whining, complaining 
penny-wise and pound-foolish housewives right if all the 
farmers started selling everything they produce to foreign 
countries, 

The same goes for all the other food producers, pro- 
cessors, and distributors, 

The typical modern American urban housewife, for all 
of her virtues -- real and imagined -- is a short-sighted, 
lazy, pampered little ingrate whose primary interests 
are her underarms, her hair, her hands, her hips, her 
over-indulged and overeducated children, her overweight 
and overpaid husband and the next thrilling episode of 
“General Hospital’? -- in that order. 

A hard day’s work in a grocery or bakery would do her 
a lot of good. So would taking over the duties of a farm 
wife for a while, Maybe then she’d realize that these 
people have a right to make a decent living just as much

Whoever gave the urban housewife the idea that she’s 
the only damned person on the world having a hard time 
making ends meet? When was the last time she had to 
send her kids off to school with a couple of cold biscuits 
and a hunk of fatback to hold them until suppertime, or 
flopped down, bone-weary after working from sunup,to 
sundown, and worried about whether the frost was going 
to kill the money crop? 

While m‘lady of the suburbs is soaking inher tub in her 
B:tter Homes & Gardens bathroom, thousands of farm 
wives are scraping off the dirt of an honest day’s toil 
in a galvanized laundry tub, And while Miss City-britches 
is spraying on $10 worth of deodorant, skin softener, 
hair spray, and assorted beauty crap, the average farm 
wife is counting her blessings because she was able to 
swing for a bottle of Cornhusker’s lotion and some 
Absorbine Junior, 

If the urban housewife would stop organizing food boy- 
cotts and shovel a little cow manure, maybe she’d learn 
where milk comes from and how much work is involved 
before she strains herself ripping open that little waxed 
carton, 

Boycott a grocery? Nut me, sister, I still can remem- 
ber how many people would have starved in this country 
if the independent grocers hadn’t carried them on credit 
during the Depression, 

Wise up! All that pretty food and those nice cuts of 
meat didn’t just appear in the markets in a blinding 
flash of sparkledust, Millions of people worked their 
tails off to put it there for you <= butchers, bakers, 
clerks, laborers, farmers, truck drivers, accountants, 
filling station attendants, and hundreds of other occupa- 
tions. These people have dreams, too, They pay rent 
and taxes just like you do. And they deserve to make 
just as good a living as you do, Why single them out for 
destruction? 

Why not your husband, the account executive? Why 
not your husband, the plumber? Why not your husband 
the doctor? Why not your husband the lawyer? Or why 
not -- God help you -= your husband, the newspaper 
writer? 

You sit there in front of your color TV set witha 
$5,000 car in the garage, smelling like the Garden of 
Eden and looking 10 years younger than you are, Yuu 
take a vacation every year. Your insurance premiums 
are paid up, Your husband has a good job. Your children 
are healthy. You don’t have any chains around your 
ankles and the bombers won't come tonight, And you’re 
going bananas because bread went up a penny a loaf!

We were astonished at some figures that came to us 
the other day from The Financial Post, which threw 
Calgary Power’s application for an increase in rate 
charges into a different focus. 

The article basically was describing the immense new 
power potential in the province of Quebec, based on the 
Churchill Falls project and that projected for James Bay 
a few years down the road, and indicating the impact 
this might have on power=hungry industries, especially 
those based in the United States, 

But what caught our eye was the comment about costs, 
Although specific kilowatt hour prices were not mentioned, 
the article pointed out that Ontario H;dro has put through 
four rate increases for powercustomers since January 1, 
1970, ranging from six to ten per cent each, Quebec 
Hydro has put three rate increases through, the article 
points out, since 1967, ranging from 7.5 to 8,4 per cent 
each, 

Calgary Power, on the other hand, is asking for its 
first increase in sixty years, and actually dropped its 
rates about the time Quebec first raised theirs, 

It should be noted that both the eastern hydro operations 
are provincially operated, and if an average of eight 
per cent per increase is assumed for Ontario, their rates 
have gone up about thirty-six per cent, using the com- 
pounding factor, In the same way, Quebec’s would seem to 
have increased roughly twenty-seven per cent over 4 
slightly longer period, 

We can’t forget, either, that Edmonton Power, which 
is owned by the City of Edmonton, simply advances its 
rates by eighteen per cent without even a by~your-leave 
to the Board of Public Utilities Commissioners, The City 
of Calgary, which buys power wholesale and distributes 
it retail, imposed an increase far higher than what was 
required just to offset their increase, 

We’re not saying that Calgary Power is lily white, 
and should be automatically granted an increase in rates 
simply because they’ve asked for it, But we do maintain 
that only when a utility is privately owned, like Calgary 
Power, do the customers get achance to make them prove 
their need, The customers in Edmonton, Calgary, Quebec 
and Ontario had no appeal, And inthe face of such univer- 
gal increases around the country, it seems patently 
absurd to force Calgary Power to spend literally hundreds 
of thousands of dollars indocumenting every last insulator 
involved, while municipalities like Camrose spend equally 
huge sums to make them prove every penny involved, 

Certainly the case should be proven, but surely it’s not 
reasonable to go on forever arguing the merits, After 
all, we know who's going to pay the cost, It won't be the 
power company, and it won’t be the municipalities, All 
we're doing is forcing up our owntaxes and our own power 


bills to pay the costs, while the lawyers and the engineers 
get fat at our expense,

by-law changed for purely politicalreasons 


On November 25 at 4 p.m,, I received a summons to 
appear in court, charged with contravening the Off-High- 
ways Vehicle Bylaw, Iexpected to be ticketed as I crossed 
in front of the RCMP barracks where asufficient number 
of RCMP were on duty, I was not disappointed, 

I bear no ill-will towards the RCMP whatsoever, They 
are hired to enforce the laws as laid out by various 
governmental bodies and when they ticketed me this was 
exactly what they were doing, The quality of the police 
force in St, Albert is excellent and Ihave found them to be 
fair and cooperative during any professional or personal 
interaction with them, 

Why, then, am I creating a hassle for an already very 
busy police force? My argument is not with the police 
force but with the Off-Highway Vehicle Bylaw and the 
manner in which it came to pass, 

As you no doubt recall, last year the snowmobile issue 
was discussed, debated «nd cursed with such heat that 
the very snow almost melted, One councillor felt so 
strongly about it that he publicly stated that his greatest 
disappointment of the year was his failure to have them 
banned, An interested citizen reported in the January 17, 
1973 issue of the Gazette that “I probably heard from 
almost a hundred St, Albert people Monday night and 
Tuesday.’’ I found this surprising as when I tried to call 
him I was informed that he had an unlisted number. 

The snowmobile issue became involved in the by-elec- 
tion which was, I felt, unfortunate, 

The end result was the formation of a Snowmobile 
Association which pledged to do everything possible to 
eliminate inconveniences and annoyances caused by 
snowmobiles and to deal with legitimate complaints of 
citizens, In return council would allow use of the river 
and streets on a trial basis, On January 15,1973 a 
motion was passed which left snowmobilers the right 
to use the streets and the river, Voting for the motion 
were Mayor Gibbon, Councillors Hudson, de Bruijn 
and Lukay, Against were Councillors Bakker and Thrond- 
son, Councillors voting for continued use made it clear 
that this continued use would depend upon the perfor- 
mance of the Association, Councillor Throndson was 
against continued use for safety reasons; Councillor 

Bakker -- well, he was just against it, 

This occurred prior to the election, During the cam~ 
paigning, a rink was built on the river through Town, 
Following the election, the right to use the river by

snowmobiles was removed, with Mayor Gibbon, and 
Councillor de Bruijn voting to uphold the moral agree- 
ment made with the Snowmobile Club, and Councillors 
Bakker, Throndson, Lukay and the new Councillor, Fyfe, 
voting against continued use, Councillor Hudson was ill 
at that time, Reasons for the change was cited as concern 
for the safety of skaters on the river rink, . . a laudable 
concern, The Snowmobile Association suggested alterna- 
tives such as a dividing lane that the association would 
stake so that there would be a physical barrier, The 
association felt that bearing in mind cleaning problems 
and problems with street run-off on to the rink every 
warm spell perhaps the rink could be slightly smaller 
thus allowing for a snowmobile bypass route, The oppos= 
ing councillors felt these alternatives to be useless, and 
an amendment was passed which allowed continued use 
of streets but not the river, This led to the ludicrous 
situation of anyone who wanted to go through town or 
out of town having to travel the entire distance on the 
streets, In the Spring of the year the entire matter was 
passed to a three member commission for recommenda- 
tion, The commission was composed of one RCMP, an 
officer of the Safety Council and a representative of the 
Snowmobile Association, With the problems created for 
the Police force by snowmobiles, if I were an RCMP 
I would not be too prone to favour use, The Safety Council 
was very concerned and legitimately so, However, at the 
one meeting I attended with the Safety Council the Comm-~ 
ission Representative spent an hour moralizing about 
license plates, I failed to see the connection between lic- 
ense plates and safety and mentioned this, I was not 
invited again, In fact, when the question of a representa- 
tive to the commission came up my name was in the 
not-wanted category, 

To me the end result was not surprising, The Off- 
Highways Vehicle Bylaw was passed, This bylaw attempt- 
ed to ban Off-Highway Vehicles from the streets, frozen 
surface of the river, and all other lands within the cor- 
porate limits of the town, It allows the starting of the 
machines to load or unload, aconcessionthat Mr, Bakker 
was not eager to include, 

Why fight it? 

I feel that Town Council as a whole owed citizens in 
St, Albert a chance to try to govern aid regulate them- 
selves whether they were snowmobilers or cross-country 
skiers, The rules were changed due to politics, not 
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actions, 

For the people who have the money, time and equip- 
ment necessary to travel to the Overlander, tothe Parks, 
or to other lovely areas, this bylaw presents no problem 
but what about those whose parents are out of town, 
whose parents work weekends, whose parents don’t 
know a friendly farmer who will let them on his property? 
The bylaw finishes snowmobiling for these people, 

The bylaw has numerous unenforceable sections: 

i) tractors are not allowed to run within the town 

limits; 

ii) scouts, jeeps, 4X4's, in fact, any 4-wheel drive 

vehicle is not allowed on the streets, 

People who own farms or acreages within the town 
corporate limits are not allowed to legally use any off- 
highway vehicle on their own land; i.e, Joe Bussche 
can’t farm with a tractor, 

The amount of the fines is out of proportion, In the 
Provincial government Off-Highway Vehicle Act, the 
penalty for the FIRST offense is a maximum of $50,00; 
for the second offense, a maximum of $100,00, The St, 
Albert bylaw stipulates a minimum of $50,00 first 
offense and a minimum of $250.00 upon a second 
offense, With penalties of this nature it is assured that 
people will try to evade peace officers which will create 
a dangerous situation, The bylaw will have to be dis- 
criminately enforced or the Peace Officers will appear 
foolish, They cannot ticket a Scout on the street or a 
tractor in the field and yet both are ‘ferbidden by the 
Bylaw, Hardly a good position in which to place the 
Peace Officers, 

These are some of the reasons why I feel the Bylaw 
should be rescinded, With the increase in traffic, the 
removal of snowmobiles from the streets is necessary, 
but to remove them from the river and private property 
is, I feel, both unnecessary and of doubtful legality, 

If, in the courts, the bylaw proves to be unworkable 
I would hope that Council »ill reconsider their position 
on joint use of the river by both snowmobilers and 
skaters, 

For those who will reply, I welcome your comments, 
but hope that reason and logic, rather than emotion, 
will prevail,

Treat well for iron bacteria 


Re-issued from W, O, 
Klatt’s office, 

Treating a new well with 
chlorine immediately after 
it has been drilled will help 
prevent it becoming contam- 
inated with iron bacteria, 

Wes Glenn, agricultural 
engineer with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, 
explains that new wells, and 
wells which have been re-= 
paired, may become contam- 
inated by iron bacteria, in- 
troduced by the drilling 
tools, Once in the well, they 
can grow and spread the 
roughout the entire water 
system, Here they clog both 
metal and plastic pipes with 
slime and eat into water 
pumps and pressure tanks, 
The water leaves ared slimy 
deposit when left standing in 
places like the toilet tank, 
It may also develop an un- 
pleasant odor and taste, 

Any chlorine carrier such 
as calcium hypochloriate or 
chlorine laundry bleach can 
be used to disinfect the well 
and water system, Mix six 
gallons of bleach with about 
200 gallons of water and 
pour the solution into the 
Open all the water 
faucets in the house and let 
the water run until it has 
a strong chlorine odor, Re« 
lease the air from the pres- 


well, 


sure tank (except tanks with 
a permanent air cushion) so 
that the tank fills with che 
lorinated water, Leave the 
chlorinated water in the well 
and water system for at 
least 12 hours, 

Once a well has become 
contaminated with tron bac- 
teria it and the water sys- 


tem may have to be chlor- 
inated every four months, 

The Alberta government 
has a free laboratory test 
for iron bacteria, Anyone 
wishing to use this service 
should contact his local 
health unit to obtain a proe 
per sterile sample bottle,
